Probably no more than 50 of the 431 members of the house were 
on the floor at the time. Although three objections from those 
present would have been sufficient to defer action on the bill, only 
one congressman raised his voice in opposition. Most members 
were still away. | 


“SLEEPER” PROVISION Under this bill the monthly pension

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Equal Opportunity 


Fundamental to the system of American’ 


government and the American order of society 
is the belief that all men-should enjoy equ&lity 
of opportunity in life. All men, of gourse, are 
not equal. Some have greater gifts than others, 
some are blessed with ten talents, while others 
must do the best they can with but one. 

Nevertheless it is axiomatic to democracy 
that all men shall start life with equal oppor- 
tunity to develop the abilities that nature has 
given them. | 

It is self-evident that this equality of 
opportunity is denied to tens of thousands of 
our citizens who, as children, were not given 
the chance for education, for school attend- 
ance which other, more fortunately placed 
children enjoyed. There can be no equality of 
| opportunity while one child enjoys the advan- 
tages of free education, in the best schools a 
rosperous city can provide right through grade 
-and high school, while another child who 
happens to have been born in an impoverished, 
rural backwoods. county, can attend only a 
one-teacher school that goes no higher than 
the sixth grade. : 

By the same token, it is unfair to the chil- 
dren of one of our poorer states, which can 

end only one-fourth the sum, per child, on 
education that a wealthier state can spend. 
There in such a system, no equality of 
opportunity at the beginning of life, in the 
school years and without equality of oppor- 
tunity then, there can be none in later life. 

| Unfortunately, it is our-own southern states 
which are the chief sufferers from this cause. 
Far: the southern states are; generally speak- 
ing, the. poorer states. The amount of revenue 
the southern states can spend, on public 
education, is far smaller than can be spent by 
the wealthier states of the north, east and 


iS, 


SU. 

‘At the same time the birthrate in the south 
is higher. than in any other section of the 
country. Our proportion of school-age children, 
to total population, is higher. We have the 


vw 


children to educate, but we lack sufficient 


wealth to give them the quality of education 
that children in other sections enjoy. 

It is our present system to consider support 
of our public schools a strictly local and state 
problem: We have feared to invite. federal 
assistance for education on the ground that it 
might, in the future, involve federal inter- 
ference with the conduct of our schools and 
the lessons taught’ therein. | 

Yet there is no doubt but what public 
education is a thing of pation-wide interest. 
The child educated in one state is very likely 
to move, as an adult, to live in another. Thus 
‘if there have been inadequacies in education, 
it. is the state of adoption, not of birth, that 
suffers thereby. 

Statistics show that more than 25 per cent 
of adult, native born Americans today do not 
reside in the state of their birth and upbring- 
ing. Americans are a nomadic people, and they 
are apt to range far in their search for a place 
in which to make their home. 

The south would be the great beneficiary 
from a system of federal assistance to public 
education which was based upon. the desire to 
equalize education opportunities for every 

merican child. For, under such a system, the 
equalizing fund would have to be taken, in 
the form of federal taxes, from the citizens of 
the richer northern states and it would be 
spent to give better schools to the children of 
the south. | 

It has been stated that if Mississippi, for 
instance, gave her entire revenue to the 
schools—leaving not one penny for mainte- 
mance of state government, for roads, for 


health or for any other state governmental 


function—that state would still fall short of 
national average expenditure, per child,, 
for school purposes, 


the 


Yet there are states so rich that less than 


19 per cent of.their revenue is needed to bring 
their school expenditures up to the national 
average, per child. 

It would be a comparatively simple matter 


\ 


Or an outside income providing their actual 
money needs. Farms of 40 acres or so, with 
a comfortable home, a garden that raises all 
the vegetables they need for the family table, 
fruit trees and a cow or two or three, a few 
hogs, and, pérhaps, a small area devoted to 
a cash crop, will be the rule. 

Community co-operatives for marketing of 
the cash crops, after. they have been uniform- 
ly graded and packed, are a part of the com- 
‘ing system. | 

: Such a method of farming, replacing the 
outworn southern custom of the large “planta- 
tion,” worked ‘by hired help or sharecroppers, 
will mean a far more stable and progressive 
rural population for the state. Advancing 
wages in industry are making it, already, a 
practical impossibility to secure the necessary 
hired labor to operate a large farm and fluc- 
tuations in market prices, together with losses 
due to insect pests and other causes, make 
dependence upon a single crop too great a 
gamble for any reasonable man. 

The coming of the automobile and good 
roads has made it possible for a man whose 
daily work takes him to the city, to es- 
tablish his home in the country, on small 
acreage, where he and his family can raise 
the food they require and leave the man’s 
wages for their cash income. " 

Home ownership of these small farms and 
homes provides independence and at the same 
time offers as sure a road as any to a sup- 
porting competence in the later years of life. 

And, with the coming of good, consolidated 
schools to the rural areas, it means the chil- 
dren may enjoy the benefits of an upbring- 
ing in the country, away from the smoke and 
distractions of the city, and at the same 
time enjoy educational opportunities equal to 
those of their urban friends. 

Small independent, self-supporting family 
farms Of this character may well spell the 
ultimate salvation of Georgia, fundamentally 
and naturally an agricultural state.

And there is one thing that is 
a rule of social reactions: If the 
incompetent attempt to paralyze 
the competent, the competent will 
revolt. No group can extort from 
society more than its contribution 
justifies. Wealth is neither the 
creation of the proletariat nor the 
financiers. It is the creation of a 
complex productive system in 
which capital, science, technology, 
rational management, labor and 
play a due 
part, and this is as true under so- 
cialism as under capitalism. 

Trade union policy, therefore, 
should seek to educate the work- 
er to the greatest possible effi- 
ciency and responsibility in order 
that he should not lose, his rela- 
tive status in the scheme of things. 

It is certainly the dut@e of. gov- 
ernment to protect society from 
the irrational or exorbitant prac- 
tices of labor chieftains. But it 
should try to frame legislation 
which is not direeted to the pe- 
culiar defense crisis, but is estab- 
lished on principle and is there- 
fore valid in war or peace, in nor- 
mal or abnormal times.

Preservation of Ameri- 
can Way of Life Most 
Important, Green Says. 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla., Nov..30.— 
(INS)—President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 


bor tonight pledged anew the 
5,000,000 membership in his or- 
ganization to stand solidly behind 
the government in its defense 
program. 

“Above and beyond all,” he said, 
“is the preservation of freedom, 
liberty and democracy. That is of 
transcendent importance. Our free 
institutions, our form of govern- 
ment, our way of life must be pre- 
served at any cost. 

“As I frequently have stated to 
the membership of the great or- 
ganization which I have the honor 
to represent, we are Americans 
first, and members of our union, 
second. That sentiment can be re- 
peated here.” 

Green spoke before the 30th an- 
nual convention of the Investment 
Bankers’ Association of America. 
His address was nationally broad- 


cast. 

“American Federation of La- 
bor,” he said, “with its five mil- 
lions of paid-up members, skilled 
and unskilled, men and women 
who work for wages, workers who 
believe in various creeds and 
spring from various nationalities, 
has set itself to prepare for the 
onslaught of dictators and their 
militaristic forces. 

Herculean Task. 

“It is a Herculean task, one that 
calls for the highest type of in- 
dividual and collective’ service, 
The American Federation of Labor 
has pledged itself to see the pro- 
gram through, to support the gov- 
ernmem in the completion of its 
defense program and to go wher- 
ever our government may send us. 
“We are determined that our 
common heritage of freedom, lib- 
erty and justice shall be preserved 
in the Western Hemisphere.” 

Green said that serious disloca- 
tions, harmful both to employers 
and labor and. to the general pub- 
lic as well, had been caused by 
priorities, labor migration, the 
selective service act which event- 
ually will take several million 
young men ovyt of civil life, and 
other circumstafices incident to the 
defense program. 

He called upon the Investment 
Bankers’ Association to aid in the 
solution of these problems, but 
warned that .the most dangerous 
and critical problems would have 
to be met at the end of the emer- 
gency.

Afraid Lifting Ban Too 
‘Early Would Affect 
Many Workers. 


A wrong guess on lifting black- 
out restrictions would throw thou- 
sands of industrial workers in the 
southeast out of work, Julius A. 
Krug, chief of the power division | 
of OPM, said last night in Norris, | 
Tenn., in explaining that “extreme 
caution” is necessary in acting. 

“We are taking a maximum 
gamble as it is in ending restric- 
tions on December .15,”’ he said. 

“Unless there are substantial 
rains this week, restriction defi- 
nitely will not be lifted a week 
earlier—December 8—as we had 
hoped might be possible. That 
hope was based on forecasts of 
rains last week, but these did not 
materialize.” 

Krug said he and other power 
officials appreciated and sympa- 
thized with merchants in the 
southeast, but that primary con- 
sideration had to be given to the 
thousands of industrial workers 
who would lose their jobs if res- 
ervoirs were allowed to run dry. 


“This would simply mean,” he 
said, “that they would lost days. 
of work because power wouldn't | 
be available.” | 

He said the Knoxville plan, 
which would allow lighting of 
store windows by merchants who. 


would compensate for the extra| 


power used by cutting off lights 
in other parts of their store, had 
been received in Atlanta “along 
with a number of other plans.” 

Krug said the danger in per- 
mitting any of the plans was in 
that they would probably prove 
confusing, would not be fully un- 
derstood, and that they also pre- 
sented difficulties in checking-up 
on compliance, etc. 

He indicated that when restric- 
tions are relaxed they will be 
entirely lifted, permitting use of 
outside lights and eliminating any 
confusion by half-way measures 
or substitute savings.

Lincoln Asked’ 
Garibaldi Aid, 


Rome Asserts 


Italian Broadcast Is Call- 
ed ‘Absurd Fable’ by 


Historian. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 
Rome radio said today in a talk 
on “Italian contributions to the 
development of the United States” 
that Abraham Lincoln had asked 
General Giuseppe Garibaldi to 
take command of faltering Union 
forces in the Civil War, but a 
Columbia University ~ historian 
promptly labeled the statement an 
“absurd fable.” 

The program, heard by the CBS, 
said “at a particularly difficult 
juncture in the war of secession 
when the Northern Armies vir- 
tually had been beaten and their 
cause as good as lost, American 
eyes turned to the Italian General 
Garibaldi with such _ insistence 
that Lincoln was induced to .ask 
King Victor Emenuel the Second 
whether he would have any ob- 
jection to Garibaldi taking com- 
mand of the Northern forces.” 

The radio reported that the king 
gave his permission and Garibaldi 
himself assented, but only on con- 
dition that he be put in command 
of the entire army. Rome added 
that “unfortunately for the nego- 
tiations, Lincoln was obliged to 
reply that he could not comply, 
because the American law de- 
manded that the President of the 
United States also be the head 
of their army.” 

Allan Nevins, Columbia profes- 
sor Who twice won the Pulitzer 
prize for books on the 1850-1900 
period of U. S. history, declared 
it was an “absurd fable—a cock- | 
and-bull story.” 

“Garialdi had nothing at all to 
do with the Civil War,” he added, 
“and Lincoln never had anything 
to do with Garibaldi. It is sim- 
ply an invented story.”

Chief, Retires 


Man Who Flew Plane for 


Wright Leaves Army 
Life. 


RANDOLPH FIELD, Texas, 


Nov. 30.—(4’)—One October morn- 
ing in 1909, Lieutenant Frank P. 
Lahm stepped into a wire and 
bamboo contraption called an 
aeroplane. 

Wilbur Wright, co-inventor of 
the machine, shouted: 

“Go ahead and ' ke it up.” 

For 13 minutes Lieutenant Lahm 
flew in circles, 100 feet above the 
ground, the 35-horsepower engine 
taking the plane along at a top 
speed of 42 miles an hour. 

It was the world’s first mili- 
tary solo flight. 

Today that pilot, now Major 
General Lahm, is leaving the 
Army, having reached the retire- 
ment age of 64. At the same time 
he leaves command of Randolph 
Field, the West Point of the Air 
he helped organize. 

Began In Cavalry. 

The Army’s first pilot, a native 
of -Ohio, began his career as a 
cavalryman. Later he transferred 
to the Signal Corps, which han- 
dled the Army’s first experiments 
with aviation. 

In 1917 he saw action with Brit- 
ish and French balloon forces and 
then organized the lighter-than- 
air service for the AEF for shap- 
ing policies which proved success- 
ful at St. Mihiel and in the Meuse- 
Argonne, he. won the Distinguished 
Service medal. 

After the war he organized the 
Air Corps Training Center at 
Dunean Field. Out of it grew 
Brooks, Kelly and finally, Ran- 
dolph. 

Recalls Old “Crates.” 

As scores of training planes flew 
overhead, General Lahm recalled 
the crates of 25 years ago. 

“Before the machinegun went 
aloft in 1915, pilots dropped darts 
and carried revolvers’ without 
much effect,” he said. “We prized 
the airplane for observation pur- 
poses. 

“Now no nation is safe that 
doesn’t push air power to the lim- 
it, and merge this air power with 
sea and ground forces.” 

As the Army’s first pilot talked, 
a BT-14 trainer roared past over- 
head. It was only one of thou- 
sands in which the .sir Corps 1s 
training 24,000 pilots a year. 

“Look at that plane and remem- 
ber the rickety craft of 20 years 
ago—there’s your preview of avia- 
tion’s future,” he commented. Ex- 
actly how fast and how far we'll 
go is anybody’s guess. The hori- 
zons are too staggering.”
